These  re- 
lue  produclztg  activities  are  now  subject  to 
eeral  scrutiny. 

Chicago  coin  club  weathered  the  storm,

leived  a full  refund.  However,  the  legal 
tts  and  frayed  nerves  makes  the  Chicago 
ison  Important  to  all  coin  clubs.

RARE  COLLECTION  GIVEN  TO 
ELVEHJEM  ART  CENTER 

Acceptance  of  a collection  of  ancient  coins 
for  display  In  the  Elvehjem  Art  Center  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  Madison  was 
reported  to  the  University  regents  recently. 

The  unique  and  valuable  gift,  made  by  a for- 
mer regent  of  the  University  and  his  wife, 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellis  £.  Jensen  of  Madison,  was 
accepted  by  the  regents  executive  committee. 

The  gift  consists  of  II6  ancient  coins  - 12 
of  them  from  the  ancient  Celts,  12  from  the 
early  Germanic  tribes,  seven  ancient  Eastern, 

36  Byzantine  Empire,  14  from  the  Crxisades 
period,  32  trea  the  Medieval  era,  and  three 
early  American. 

The  coins  cover  literally  thousands  of  years 
of  history,  stretching  from  thousands  of 
years  B.C.  to  about  IdOO  years  A.D.  The  gift 
of  the  116  coins  Is  valued  at  $12,633. 

The  regents  also  approved  acceptance  of  an 
offer  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jensen  to  loan  to  the 
Elvehjem  Art  Center,  for  purposes  of  display,  , 
their  collection  of  some  3OO  ancient  Judean, 
Greek,  Roman  and  Renaissance  European  coins. 

Mr.  and  Mbrs.  Jensen  have  collected  the  coins 
over  a period  of  years  from  coin  dealers  all 
over  the  world.  Many  of  the  coins  are  so 
scarce  - and  priceless  - that  they  have  been 
removed  from  coin  dealer’s  price  lists.

BOTTLES  WILL  RIVAL  COINS  AND  STAMPS 


Bottle  collecting  will  eventually  rival  coin 
amd  stamp  collecting  as  a major  hobby,  Cecil 
Munsey  of  San  Diego,  California,  told  dele- 
gates to  the  Federation  of  Historical  Bottle 
Clubs  convention  in  Denver,  Colorado. 

Munsey  is  aissoclate  editor  of  Western  Collec- 
tor. 

He  said  bottle  collecting  would  become  more 
sophisticated  and  that  bottle  collectors 
could  learn  from  the  other  hobbies,  if  they 
would  take  the  time  to  do  so. 

He  said  that  although  bottle  collecting 
dated  back  to  aground  I9OO,  formal  organiza- 
tion into  clubs  and  spread  of  activity  did 
not  begin  until  1959 . 

"Organization  of  the  Antique  Bottle  Collec- 
tors Association  of  Seu:ramento  (California) 
in  1959  marked  the  beginning  of  organized 
bottle  collecting,"  he  told  his  listeners. 

He  said  that  greater  reseeurch  into  the  his- 
tory of  bottle  maiking  and  of  bottle  users 
was  a major  need. 

Munsey  was  one  of  several  speakers  who 
addressed  the  convention.

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THE  WISCONSIN  TERRITORIAL  COMMEMORATIVE 

The  Wisconsin  Territory  was  established  in  I836 
as  a direct  result  of  the  "lead  rush"  of  the 
mid-l820*s  in  the  southwestern  part  of  -vdiat  is 
now  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  Prior  to  I836  the 
area  that  now  comprises  the  Badger  State  was 
part  of  the  huge  Michigan  Territory  that  encom- 
passed sections  of  five  states. 

Other  than  the  lead  deposites  in  the  southwestern 
area,  the  new  Wisconsin  Territory  had  little  to 
offer  but  a new  frontier.  The  saving  grace  of 
the  wild  country  was  the  navigable  rivers  and 
lakes  that  made  the  eorea  accessible. 

Development  of  the  Wisconsin  Territory  was 
severely  hampered  by  the  "fly  by  night"  bank- 
ing exploiters.  No  less  than  eight  territori- 
al banks  were  formed.  Of  these,  three  never 
did  get  off  the  ground  as  far  as  capitalization 
and  two  others  were  so  shakey  that  the  legis- 
lature repealed  their  charters.  The  territori- 
al banks  at  Green  Bay  and  Mineral  Point  were 
the  only  banks  that  were  considered  halfway 
solid. 

As  the  frontier  pushed  westward,  a flow  of  set- 
tlers filtered  down  through  the  Great  Lakes  and 
up  the  Mississippi  River  to  till  the  soil  of 
the  new  land.  Few  other  job  opportunities  ex- 
isted in  the  territory  since  Milwaukee  was  just 
a stripling. 

By  l8k8,  when  Statehood  became  a reality,  lum- 
bering, farming,  and  other  commerce  had  begun 
to  already  userp  lead  as  a reason  to  settle  in 
Wisconsin.  The  commemorative  centennial  half 
dollar  was  designed  by  a University  of  Wisconsin 
student,  David  Parsons.  The  obverse  depicts  the 
importance  of  lead  to  the  I836  economy  while  the 
reverse  shows  the  beaver,  symbol  of  fur  trade 
that  originally  opened  the  territory  to  explor- 
ation 100  years  earlier.

Gold  coins  have  always  held  a fascination  be- 
yond their  numismatic  value  to  both  the  collec- 
tor and  the  interested  non-collector . Gold 
coins  are  among  the  oldest  recorded  histori- 
cally (700  B.C.)  probably  because  the  noble 
metal  attracted  early  man  with  its  malleability 
and  beauty. 

The  first  "gold"  coins  were  not  really  gold  at 
all  but  rather  an  alloy  of  silver  and  gold  c.3 
found  in  most  raw  ore  deposits. 

Among  the  first  gold  pieces  that  can  be  classi- 
fied as  "gold  coins"  were  the  coins  of  Turkey, 
Persia,  and  Greece.  The  Romans,  prolific  coin 
strikers  that  they  were,  found  gold  in  Spain 
and  Hxxngary  to  satisfy  their  busy  die  sinkers 
several  centuries  later. 

Gold  coins  of  the  12th  and  13th  centuries  are 
relatively  common  in  number  (but  not  in  price) 
but  the  real  gold  rushes  came  \dien  the  door  to 
the  new  world  was  opened  and  the  gold  seekers 
raveged  North  and  South  America  in  the  l6th 
and  17th  centuries . Recent  Florida  treasure 
hunts  have  doubled  and  tripled  the  number  of 
gold  and  silver  specimens  available  for  the  ad- 
vanced collector  from  the  Spanish  treasure 
fleets  of  the  17th  century  as  well  as  adding 
hundreds  of  new  museum  pieces . 

Gold  has  always  been  an  ideal  coinage  media,  how- 
ever the  population  has  always  outstripped  the 
supply  and  circulation  has  never  become  really 
general. 

Perhaps  an  eventual  answer  lies  in  the  oceans 
of  our  world.  It  has  been  estimated  that  a 
potential  $90  million  worth  of  gold  (at  $35  per 
ounce)  lies  untapped  on  the  floor  of  the  Atlanti 
in  the  form  of  raw  ore  alone. 


GOLD  CRAIN 

It  is  estimated  that  over  $55  million  in  gold 
is  smuggled  behind  the  "bamboo  curtain"  each 
year  from  London,  Hong  Kong,  and  Macao.  The 
gold  Is  sold  to  wealthy  Vietnamese  or  Chinese 
who  pay  as  much  as  $65.00  per  ounce  for  the 
black  market  metal.  Importation  of  gold  ex- 
cept for  Jewelers  and  dentists  is  forbidden 
in  most  middle  and  far  eastern  countries.

A recent  rash  of  phony  gold 
coins  from  Beirut  euid  Naples  has  sobered  most 
collectors  to  the  realization  that  in  ovlt  ad- 
vanced technological  age  our  hobby  is  highly 
vulnerable  in  this  same  respect. 

The  only  recourse  for  both  the  antique  buyer 
and  numismatist  is  to  place  their  trust  in  hon- 
est, established  dealers. 

A strong  awareness  of  the  problem  is  the  best 
second  line  of  defense.
